As a member of the Job Corps, he became an 
exemplary worker, was elected president of the student council, and graduated in the

Upon graduation he obtained a job at the University of Rochester, N.Y., and was 
instrumental in getting several other Job Corps trainees placed in jobs at that 
university. 

Walker earned his B.A. in psychology at Rochester in 1973, ana later obtained 
his M. A. in the same field. He then enrolled in American University, Washington, D.C., 
and has completed course work for a doctorate in psychology. 

His book was published in 1976 and has won wide acclamation in the field of 
counseling for minorities. 

Walker has recently accepted a position as assistant director of nonacademic 


activities at Cornell University, Ithaca, N.Y. 


Both Berry and Walker have continued to devote considerable time to working 


with the Job Corps program despite heavy schedules in their current work.

3,500 FIRE DEPARTMENT PARAMEDICS 
TO BE TRAINED UNDER $1.3 MILLION PACT 


WASHINGTON -- About 3,500 emergency fire department paramedics will be trained across 
the country under a $1.3 million apprenticeship project to be conducted by fire fighter 
organizations. Secretary of Labor Ray Marshall announced that the precedent-setting 
apprenticeship project for emergency medical technicians will be conducted by the 
International Association of Fire Fighters, AFL-CIO, and the International Association 
of Fire Chiefs. 

Secretary Marshall signed the agreement in a fire station in Washington, D.C., 
with President W. Howard McClennan of the fire fighters union and First Vice President 
John L. Swindle of the fire chief's association, as fire fighters of Engine Company 
13/Truck Company 10 looked on. 

The Secretary said, "This program will add an important new dimension to the 
already invaluable lifesaving capabilities of fire-fighting organizations across the Nation. 

“By applying apprenticeship to the paramedical field, we will help assure that a 
supply of highly skilled workers is available to protect men, women and children 
during emergencies." 

The contract calls for the recruitment and training during the first year of 
operation of 3,000 ambulance personnel and 500 paramedics as emergency medical technicians. 
Ambulance personnel will receive one year, and paramedics three years, of formalized 
on-the-job and related classroom training. 

The project, as part of the Administration's new apprenticeship initiatives, is the 
first time the emergency medical technician field has been offered throughthe apprenticeship 
system since the Labor Department began approving and registering programs 40 years ago. 


The newly approved national apprenticeship standards were prepared by the chiefs’ 


and fire fighters associations, with the cooperation of the Bureau of Apprenticeship and 


Training (BAT) of the Labor Department's Employment and Training Administration.

Assistance was also provided by the Federal Highway Safety Administration of the 


Department of Transportation and the Emergency Medical Services of the Department of 


Health, Education, and Welfare. 
The standards will be used by participating emergency medical organizations in 
the promotion and registration of local apprenticeship programs throughout the Nation. 
Locations for the apprenticeship projects have not been selected as yet by the 
two associations responsible for the program. A national director wili be apppointed 


to conduct the program with two regional directors operating out of Washington, ‘D.C., 


and Denver, Colo., respectively.

AREA EMPLOYMENT TRENDS FOR AUGUST 

WASHINGTON -- Six major labor areas were removed in August from the "substantial" 
(6% Or more) unemployment list and one was added, reducing to 86 the number of areas 
in that category. 

The U.S. Department Labor reported areas removed were Stamford, Conn., Grand Rapids, 
Kalamazoo-Portage, and Saginaw, Mich.; Lorain-Elyria, Ohio; and Racine, Wisconsin. 
Johnstown, Pa., was added because of the severe flood damage done to the city. 

The total of 86 is the lowest since Feb. 1975, when there were 74 such areas. 

The number peaked in Sept. 1975 at 135 (of a possibie 150). A year ago (Aug. 1976) 
the total was 117. 

In the Stamford area, the lowered level cf joblessness was largely due to recent 
significant job gains in service and trade, coucled with moderate payroll] advances in 
finance, insurance, and real estate, and in construction. 

In the Grand Rapids area, the improvement in economic- conditions was mainly due 
to sizeable employment increases in fabricated metals, primary metals, electrica: machinery, 
and nonelectrical machinery. 

In the Kalamazuo-Portage area, recent employment increases in construction, 
transportation, communications, and utilities, and retail trade contributed to the 
lowered level of area unemployment. 


In the Saginaw area, reduced local unempioyment was abetted by recent expansions 


durable goods manufacturing, principally in nonelectrical machinery, primary metals, 


fabricated metals, and transportation equipment, coupled with smaller payroll] advances 
in construction, trade and service in nonmanfacturing. 

In the Lorain-Elyria area, the improved economic situation was due primarily 
to sustained payroll] advances in primary netals, fabricated matals, and transportation 
equipment, together with recent employment increases in construction.

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In the Racine area, employment increases in construction, trade, and in transportation, 
communications, and utilities contributed to the improved situation. 
In the Johnstown area, the shift.to the "substantial" unemployment category was 


mainly due to the effects of the disastrous flood damage in July which caused significant 


layoffs--with the largest in steel mills. The impact of layoffs and flood damage 


effects are expected to cause area unemployment to continue at above “substantial” 


levels for the remainder of the year.
